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"The  Surface  Type  Seal— For  Tougher  Jobs"

ABSTRACT; 

While  the  surface  sealing  principle  is  old,  the  last  several 
years  have  seen  its  increased  development  for  use  in  hydraulic  aachinery 
for  prevention  of  the  escape  of  hydraulic  and  lubricating  mediumso 

Surface  type  or  Axial  seals  are  designed  for  use  in  rotating 
applications  usually  where  the  conditions  are  beyond  the  range  of  other 
types  of  seals,  where  eccentricity t  speed,  pressure  or  temperature  is 
high. 

Contrasted  to  radial  seals  which  seal  by  radial  contact  pressure 
against  a  cylindrical  surface,  usually  a  shaft,  in  the  axial  seal  the 
contact  pressure  is  axial  so  as  to  effect  sealing  between  two  flat 
surfaces,  perpendicular  to  the  axis  and  rotating  relative  to  each  other. 

At  least  six  functional  elements  are  essential  in  every  axial 
seal  although  in  specific  designs  single  members  often  perform  the 
function  of  two  or  more  elements.  Most  important  are  the  flat  surfaces 
which  must  be  maintained  flat  enough  under  all  operating  conditions  to 
prevent  the  passage  of  the  sealed  mediums  between  them.  They  must  also

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be  smooth  enough  and  made  of  such  materials   that   torque  and  wear  will

The  other  elements  are  only  to  maintain  the  surfaces  in  contact, 
assure  their  position,  allow  proper  movement  and  prevent  fluid  seepage 
between  these  other  elements. 
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"Commercial  Vehicle  and  Passenger  Car  Power  Braking"

For  many  years  now,   power  brakes  have  played  a  major  role   in  the 
control  of  braking  force  on  trucks,   truck-trr.ctors  and  busses.

Modern  water  filtration  plants,  both  municiioal  and  industrial,  are 
to  a  large  measure  automatic  in  operation  and  their  performance  can  be  con- 
trolled and  indicated  remotely.  It  is  many  times  desirable,  especially  in 
vjater  filter  plants  providing  public  water  supplies,  to  control  the  rate  of 
filtration  so  that  it  will  remain  at  some  pre-set,  constant  rate  irrespective 
of  the  loss  of  head  through  the  filter,  which  of  course  varies  as  the  filter 
clogs.  On  the  effluent  from  such  gravity  or  pressure  filters  a  control  valve 
is  installed  whose  opening  varies  automatically  as  the  head  loss  through  the 
filter  bed  changes  so  as  to  maintain  a  constant  rate  of  filtration.

"These  people  have  not  given  thought  to  the  conditions  which 
brought  prosperity.   If  it  is  not  widely  realized  that  a  free,  competitive 
economy  makes  the  United  States  the  industrial  empire  it  has  become, 
in  which  the  engineer  is  encouraged  and  kept  busy,  the  future  achievements 
cf  engineering  may  be  curtailed.

I  appreciate  this  opportunity  to  address  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial 
Hydraulics.  We  people  associated  with  the  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  have 
always  been  greatly  impressed  with  the  value  of  your  Conference.  We  are  happy  to  be 
closely  associated  with  its  endeavor  to  help  engineers  equip  themselves  to  be  of 
greater  service, 

America's  engineers  such  as  yourself  have  always  been  prepared  to  respond 
promptly  and  effectively  when  called  upon  to  perform  both  private  and  public  service. 
As  a  result,  in  recent  years  the  American  people  have  grown,  increasingly,  to  expect 
their  engineers  to  provide  solutions  to  many  problems  of  great  social  and  economic 
consequence. 

Let  me  recall,  briefly,  some  of  the  common... yet  major. . .assignments  on  which 
engineers  are  working  today.  Such  an  enumeration  includes: 
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1,  Production  of  national  defense  equipment, 

2,  Better  and  cheaper  methods  of  industrial  production,  and  handling  of 
materials, 

3,  Improved  transportation  and  highways. 

h.  Better  power  generation  and  more  efficient  fuel  supply. 

5.  Greater  safety  in  civic  and  industrial  activities, 

6.  Flood  control  and  waterway  improvements. 

7.  Smoke  control  and  combustion  efficiency. 

8.  Aviation  expansion,  ecnnomy  and  safety. 

9.  Improved  water  supply  and  storage, 

10.  Improved  and  cheaper  communications. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  scores  of  public  rants  and  needs  with  which  en- 
gineers cope  successfully  in  their  every  day  activities.  As  has  been  called  to 
your  attention  and  said  by  others,  "Nearly  all  our  nation's  chief  glories, . .the 
skyscrapers,  the  great  factories,  the  66  million  kilowatts  of  installed  pov;er,  the 
78,000  miles  of  airways,  the  vast  broadcasting  and  telephone  networks,  the  sweeping 
concrete  highways,  and  all  the  vehicles  that  ride  upon  them... are  works  of  engin- 
eering." 

The  achievements  of  engineers  in  hydraulics,  civil  engineering,  chemical  en- 
gineering, electronics,  m-echanical  power  transmission,  aeronautics,  quality  control, 
instrumentation  and  other  advanced  fields,  have  been  so  consistent  that  the  success- 
ful solution  of  new  problems  is  taken  almost  for  granted. 

The  benefits  of  these  solutions  flow  daily,  in  an  ever-widening  stream,  to  the 
more  than  150  million  people  in  the  United  States,  and  quickly, . .when  there  are  no 
trade  and  communication  barriers. . .to  the  lU  times  as  many  more  people  who  inhabit 
other  parts  of  the  earth.  These  benefits  become  available  to  all  without  regard 
for  their  race,  their  religion,  their  color  or  their  politics. 
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This  f lew  of  benefits  is  quite  probably,  by  far  the  most  universal  and 
democratic  output  of  all  personal  services. . .performed  by  any  profession,  in  any 
country. 

An  increased  standard  of  living,  vith  its  comforts  and  more  satisfactory  daily 
existence,  is  ours  to  enjoy  because  of  technology.  Without  technology,  transporta- 
tion would  still  be  the  ordeal  of  the  horsecar.  Communication  would  not  have  ad- 
vanced beyond  the  mounted  courier,  or  Paul  Revere 's  signal  lights  in  the  church 
tower.   The  v/orker  and  the  farmer  would  be  doomed  to  manual  labor.  Productivity 
would  be  a  meaningless  word. 

Our  standard  of  living  is  surpassed  by  no  other  nation's.  Technology  has 
brought  the  good  life  to  the  multitude.  No  respecter  of  class,  it  has  benefited  the 
poor  as  well  as  the  rich.  It  has  done  more  to  remove  social  inequality  than  all  of 
the  pious  plans  of  the  welfare  state,  than  all  of  the  good  intentions  of  the  dream- 
ers in  socialism.  It  is  making  it  possible  to  realize  the  lofty  goals  that  ?,'e  have 
pursued,  futilely  at  times,  for  so  long.   Thus  we  realize  that  material  things  can 
be  used  to  serve  exalted  aims.   Technology  doesn't  have  to  promote  materialism. 
Rather  it  can  help  us  to  come  closer  to  the  spiritual  objectives  that  v.'e  are  seeking. 

The  great  service  rendered  by  engineers  makes  it  most  appropriate  that  an 
event  is  being  made  this  year  of  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  first 
national  engineering  society  in  the  United  States.   The  Centennial  of  Engineering 
presents  an  opportunity  to  review  the  past  and  present  services  of  engineering,  to 
evaluate  them,  and  to  analyze  v/hat  has  made  them  possible.  One  hundred  years  of 
engineering  progress  has  increased  our  nation's  material  prosperity  so  rapidly  that 
too  many  people  assume  the  development  has  been  but  the  natural  course  of  events. 
These  people  seldom  give  thought  to  the  conditions  that  brought  prosperity.  If  it 
is  not  widely  realized  that  a  free,  competitive  economy  makes  the  United  States  the 
industrial  empire  it  has  become,  in  which  the  engineer  is  encouraged  and  kept  busy, 
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the  future  achievements  of  engineering  may  be  curtailed.  Then,  wealth,  health  and 
comforts  of  people  everywhere  will  diminish. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  public's  expectations  of  the  engineers 
and  scientists,  there  has  been  some  deterioration  of  confidence  in  the  form  of 
government  that  is  essential  to  the  encouragement  of  j'-our  enterprise.  Moreover 
there  is  a  growing  lack  of  concern  about  inflation  that  could  eventually  bankrupt 
the  means  of  most  people  to  buy  your  product. 

We  engineers  are  more  aware  than  the  general  public  of  the  significance  of 
our  productivity  to  our  nation's  prosperity.  We  can  observe  the  difference  between 
our  productivity  and  that  in  other  lands  and  compare  the  proportionate  differences 
betv/een  American  and  foreign  standards  of  living.  Ive  know  that  increasing  govern- 
mental bureaucracy,  taxes  and  regulations  deter  individual  incentive  to  invent,  to 
improve  and  to  produce  more  cheaply.  It  is  our  duty  to  clarify  the  thinking  of 
many  people  who  are  bewildered  by  a  world  changing  more  rapidly  than  their  ability 
to  digest  it.  It  is  our  selfish  concern  to  help  them  understand  the  factors  that 
have  enabled  and  encouraged  engineers  to  help  make  our  country  great. 

This  brings  me  to  my  point:  As  mentioned  before,  America's  engineers  have 
always  responded  promptly  and  effectively  to  perform  public  service  of  economic  and 
social  consequence.  At  this  moment,  they  can  render  vtry  great  service  by  straight- 
ening the  thinking  of  great  masses  of  the  American  people. 

Every  person  in  this  room  can  participate  in  this  by  taking  time  to  tell  the 
public  more  about  the  values,  rewards,  results  and  practical  social  gains  produced 
by  America's  engineers. .  .hoiv  such  gains  were  achieved,  why  they  were  possible  and 
what  made  them  possible. 

V/e  must  do  this  by  speaking  out... not  among  ourselves  but  to  our  neighbors, 
families  and  friends,  sometimes  as  public  speakers  and  ev^n  as  authors  of  letters 
to  the  editor.  IVe  can  speak  with  more  authority  than  soap  box  orators  who  have  been 
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more  aware  than  we  that  what  many  people  believe  has  brought  them  great  ne-v  techno- 
logical benefits,  and  consequent  social  and  econoinic  gains,  depends  roughly  upon 
the  number  of  tiiries  any  stated  explanation  has  been  said  and  published.   Repetition 
is  always  an  essential  to  strengthening  or  changing  attitudes, 

^i\fhen  such  facts  are  better  understood  they  will  contribute  much  to  future 
world-wide  economic  and  social  stability  and  international  liarmonj^.  This  is  an 
assignirient  in  v;hich  a  high  degree  of  public  service  is  involved, 

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  its  affiliates,  including  the  Armour 
Research  Foundation  and  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  will  join  you  in  this 
endeavor.  Vi'e  believe  that  intellectual  advancement  and  teclinological  progress 
flourish  best  in  a  democracy,  where  freedom  of  opportunity,  freedom  of  inquiry  and 
freedom  of  enterprise  go  hand  in  hand  with  social  responsibility.  The  Institute's 
goals  coincide  with  what  we  believe  to  be  the  best  functioning  situation  in  which 
the  democratic  ideal  can  continue  to  be  realized.

The  campus  is  situated  in  an  area  that  once  was  Chicago's  finest  residential 
neighborhood  and  had  become  its  most  blighted  area.  Our  nev/  buildings  are  emerging, 
literally,  up  out  of  the  slums,  pushing  them  aside,  redeeming  and  reclaiming  them. 
More  than  50  slum  buildings  have  been  torn  down  by  the  Institute  and  replaced  each 
year  by  new  educational  and  research  buildings,  grass  and  trees... and  even  some  ivy. 
In  the  creation  of  a  great  raidwestern  technological  center,  Chicago's  near  south 
side  is  being  redeveloped. 

Development  of  the  campus,  of  course,  is  a  long  term  project  that  will  go  on 
many  years.  It  involves  problems  and  costs  of  land  purchase,  and  the  human  problem 
of  re-locating  those  v;ho  have  lived  there.

leading  companies  of  the  gas  industry  which  created  and  support  that  institution, 
,    and  further,  the  research  laboratories  of  the  Association  of  American  Railroads, 
devoting  their  energies  to  betterment  of  rail  transportation. 

Before  concluding  this  opportunity  to  speak  to  you,  I  want  to  emphasize  that 

Illinois  Tech  is  proud  of  the  Hydraulics  Conference  and  the  part  it  plays  in  furthe3> 

ing  the  dissemination  of  knov/ledge  among  the  engineers  who  participate  in  tliese 

annual  meetings,  attend  the  sessions  and  make  use  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Con- 

ference.  It  is  equally  grateful  to  the  industrial  firms  which  are  represented  on 

the  executive  committee  and  those  who  othen'/ise  help  in  the  successful  staging  of 

these  events. 
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I  am  happy  to  hear  that  llr.   Otto  Maha  of  the  Hannifan  Corporation  has  become 
an  industrial  member  of  the  Conference's  board  of  governors,  and  that  Otmar

CHICAGO  —  Harry  A.  V/inne,   vice  president  of  the  General 
Electric  Company,   today  outlined  a  five-point  research  program  for 
industry  to   "continue  its  march  ^^f  progress  for  the  material  betterment 
of  mankindo " 

The  GE  executive  spi^ke  at  a   luncheon  at  the  Centennial 
Conference  on  Industrial  Research,    sponsored  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology. 

Three  hundred  research  executives  from  the  United  States  and 
30  from  outside  the  country  met   today  at  Illinois  Tech  to  consider  the 
question  "Yihere  Do  V/e  Go  From  Here  V.lth  Industrial  Research?" 

Vifinne,  who   is   in  charge  of  engineering  policy  for  GE,   said  that 
industry's  answers  must  be    "yea"  to  these  questions: 

"I.,     till  industry  continue  to   invest  an  adequate  portion  of 
its  profits   in  research? 

"2.     Will  industry  cultivate  in  its  top  management  a  full 
understanding  of  the  essential  characteristics  of — and  relationships 
between — fundaments  J    reaearch,-   applied  research,    and  advanced  engineering 
deve loprcent  ? 
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"3.     Will  industry  foster  the  kind  of  intellectual  and 
physical  environment  that   is  essential  to  creative  research? 

"4.     ^'>ill  industry  make  a  place  for  the  free  and  uncommitted 
investigator? 

"5.     Will  industry  strengthen  that  vital  link  in  the  chain—a 

strong  advanced  engineering  organization  capable  of  translating  research 

results  into  industrial  practice?" 

He  pointed  out  that   in  I930  industry: 

~  spent  more  than  a  billion  dollars  on  research, 

—  employed  l6_5oCOO  scientists,   engineers,   and  technical 

assistants   in  industrial  laboratories,    twice  as  many  as  were  employed 
in  194*^  and  almost   10  times  the  number  employed   in  1927»

industrial  organizations  that  naintain  research  programse. 

Winne  termed  a  sound  research  and  development  program  coordinated 
with  business  interests  as   "a  form  of  profit   insurance  and  a  continuing

He  outlined  the  necessity  of  three  different  types  of  research — 
fundamental  research  (which  is  dedicated  to  the  discovery  of  new

"Industrial  leaders  must   see  to  it   that.. o adequate  support  is 
given  to  the  pursuit  of  pure  research, "   he  declared. 

About  the  future  of  research,  Viinne  predicted:      "The  extent 
to  which  industry... fosters  the  kind  of  intellectual  environment   that 
is  essential  to   creative  v7ork  will  determine,    in  a  large  measure,    the 
dividendg  th?t   it  may  expect   to  receive  over  the  next  3^  years.

CHICAGO  —  "The  typical  American  is  inclined  to  be  too  satisfied 
with  current  technical  developments,  just  as  the  typical  Ansrican  of 
1900  was  satisfied  with  his  lot,"  Ralph  G.  Owensj  dean  of  engineering 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  declared  today. 

Dean  Owens  spoke  at  a  luncheon  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Tech 
alumni  association  in  the  club  room  of  the  Art  Instituteo 

"The  typical  Arterican  of  I9OO  could  not  foresee  any  of  the 
accomplishments  of  todayo  Newspapers  at  the  turn  of  the  century  said 
that  only  technical  refinements  need  be  expected,"  Owens  said, 

"Ours  was  a  prosperous  nation  and  the  world  was  at  peace.  Some 
homes  had  running  water  and  lighting  from  carbon-filament  lamps.  The 
working  week  was  only  72  hours.  What  more  could  one  expect? 

"This  same  condition  exists  today,  and  it  will  continue  to 
exist  at  any  given  time." 

Dean  Owens  said  that  more  engineers  and  scientists  are  needed 
to  develop  future  counterparts  of  the  technological  advancements  we 
have  today, 
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"The  public  should  be  made  to  recognize  that  to  naintain  and  to 
advance  our  standards  of  living,  more  engineers,  more  scientifically- 
trained  men  must  be  availableo 

"Scientists  and  engineers  are  required  not  only  to  improve 
existing  accomplishments  but  to  give  birth  to  new  ideas  and  inventions. 

"Today  we  find  ourselves  in  a  world  where  we  must  arm  to  preserve 
the  peace,   or  to  repulse  the  enemy  in  case  of  an  attack*     'iVe  are  greatly 
outnumbered  so  that  our  only  chance  of  survival  depends  upon  our 
engineering  knov7-how  to  out-design,   out-produce,   and  out-perform  our 
enemies c" 

Owens  told  of  the  present  day  shortage  of  some  6o,000  engineers,- 
and  explained  i  "There  are  several  reasons  for  this  shortage,   some  of 
which  could  have  been  avoided* 

"During  the  early  days  of  World  War  II  the  Federal  Government 
decided  that  engineers  and  scientists  as  such  should  not  be  deferredo- 
As  a  result   of  this  folly  only  1^.^000  engineers  were  graduated  in  the 
spring  of  1945« 

"All  of  the  other  najor  pov/ers  continued  the  training  of 
engineers  and  scientists  thioughout  the  conflict,"  Owens  pointed  out, 

"'iVe  are  now  paying  a  high  price  for  our  shortsightedness. " 
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CHICAGO  —  Chicago's  air  is  polluted  by  more  things  than  dust. 
Dr.  ?/alter  C.  McCrone,  senior  chemist-  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   said  here  today. 

Speaking  before  the  American  Meteorological  Society  at   the 
Conrad  Hilton  hotel,    he  said  that  fumes  and  haze,    in  addition  to  dust, 
contribute  to  this  city's  air  pollution.     The  title  of  his  talk  was 
"The  Nature  and  Sources  of  Air  Pollution  in  Chicago." 

Fumes,   he  said,   are  gases,    such  as  hydrogen  sulfide,   oxides  of 
sulfur,   oxides  of  nitrogen,   hydrogen  fluoride,   carbon  monoxide,  and 
complex  odoriferous  stock- yards  compounds   (one  of  the  major  coiiiponents 
is  oalled   "putreacine"   by  organic  chemists). 

These  odors   conce  from  stock- yards,  animal  rendering  plants, 
foundries,    paint  manufacturers,   and  burners  of  high  sulfur  coal  or  oil. 

Dr.  McCone  said  that  haze  is  imde  up  of  fine  droplets  of 
moisture,  which  often  contain  dissolved  gases,   such  as  the  oxides  of 
sulfur  and  nitrogen. 

"These  droplets  are  actually  sulfuric  and  nitric  acid  solutions 
that  play  havoc  with  nylon  stockings  and  obviously  should  decrease  the 
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average  life  of  human  beings  and  property  that  come  into  daily  contact 
with  them»  '•  he  said. 

Ifeze  is  also  made  up  of  fine  particles  that  settle  slowly  or  not 
at  all.  These  particles  are  usually  of  the  same  composition  as  settled 
dust. 

Settled  dust  contains  fly  ash,  dust  and  dirt  blown  from  alleys, 
streets,  and  vacant  lots,  paper,  cloth,  decay  of  buildings  and  property, 
mineral  constituents  of  the  soil,  and  materials  blovm  in  from  outside 
the  metropolitan  area  such  as  pollen. 

Combustion  products  from  stacks  and  chimneys  (fly  ash)  were  termed 
"primary  particles"  by  Dr.  McOrone.  So-called  "secondary  particles" 
originate  from  the  ground  level  and  are  dispersed  several  times  by  air 
action  before  they  are  blovm  into  the  lake. 

Stacks  and  chimneys  are  the  prLse  sources  of  settled  dust, 
according  to  Dr.  McCrone..  "Contrary  to  popular  belief,"  he  added, 
"homes,  flats,  small  apartment  buildings,  and  other  snail  boilers  are 
the  chief  sources  of  smoke,"  He  explained  that  factories  stand  out 
because  they  are  isolated  and  their  smoke  contributions  are  concentrated.. 

In  conclusion,  Dr.  McCrone  paid  tribute  to  Chicago's  traditional 
breezeso  He  said; 

"The  air  pollution  problem  in  Chicago  is  no  worse  only  because 

Chicago,  unlike  Los  Angeles,  is  not  bounded  on  three  sides  by  mountains. 

If  it  were,  the  fumes  and  odors,,  with  the  accompanying  eye  irritation, 

would  be  unbearable;  and  the  haze  and  dust  would  be  so  bad  we  wouldn't 

be  able  to  see  our  way  out  of  the  city. 

"Blessed  with  natural  aide  in  air  pollution,  we  should  be  able 
to  achieve  the  cleanest  industrial  city  in  the  world,"  he  said.

A  demonstration  of  a  completely  new  building  material  and  its  production 
process  will  be  given  at  a  press  conference  at  2  p.m.  Wednesday,   September 
17»   in  the  Ceramics  and  I\/Iinerals  laboratory  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology.     The  laboratory  is   located  at  342? 
South  Federal  street,  Chicago. 

The  new  material  is  a  small-grain  lightweight  aggregate  for  making  concrete, 
mortar,  plaster  mixes,   and  other  building  materials.      It   imparts   light 
weight,    high  strength,  and  insulating  qualities.     Concrete  made  with  it 
is  very  fluid,  making  it  possible  for  contractors— for  the  first  time 
in  building  history—to  fill  forma  with  concrete  pumped  through  flexible 
rubber  hoses.     Shovels  and  metal  hose  could  be  largely  eliminated,   thus 
lowering  construction  costs.     There  are  many  other  potentially  profitable 
appli eat ions. 

The  material,   composed  of  tiny  glasslike  hollow  spheres   (about  .02"  in 
diameter),   has  been  tradenamed  *Kianamite"  by  Kanium  Corporation,  322 
South  Michigan  avenue.     It  is  the  result  of  four  years  of  development 
by  Armour  Research  Foundation. 

Present  at  the  press  conference  will  be  J.  D,  McLaughlin,   inventor  of 
the  material  and  president  of  Kanium  Corporation,  and  John  Neff,  assistant 
chairman  of  the  Foundation's  ceramics  and  minerals  research  department. 
Neff  has  been  in  charge  of  the  development  program. 

Samples  of  the  new  material  will  be  under  microscopes  for  inspection. 
We  expect  to  have  a  laboratory- size  furnace  in  operation,   producing  the 
unique  material.     The  product   is  made  in  mid-air. ..tiny  particles  of 
clay  drop  through  a  special  furnace  and  are  cooled  as  they  complete 
their  fall.

CtilCAGO  —  A  radically  new  construction  rcaterial  with  nany 
potential  applications  in  the  building  trades  was  described  today  by  a 
oeramica  expert  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of   Illinois   Institute  of 
Technology, 

The  material  consists  of  tiny  glass  balloons,   about  the  size  of 
grains  of  sand,  according  to  John  Neff,  assistant  chairman  of  the  ceramics 
and  minerals  research  department  at  the  Foundation.     Achievement  of 
successful  methods  for  manufacturing  the  material  represents  four  years 
of  laboratory  effw>rt# 

Ttade-named   "Kanaraite"  by  Kanium  Corporation,    Chicago,   which 
sponsored  the  development  work  at   the  Foundation,    the  material   is  a 
fine-grain  lightv;eight  aggregate  made  by  blowing  up  individual  grains 
of  clay  in  a  special  furnace. 

Concrete  mixes  using  the  new  material  in  place  of  sand  or  other 
aggregates  are  very  fluid,   even  though  v/ater  content   is  low,   Neff  said. 
This  fluidity  means  that — for  the  first   time  in  building  history — 
contractors  can  fill  forms  with  conrete  pumped  through  rubber  h-sses. 
Construction  costs  can  be   lowered  because  of  the  virtual  replacement  of 
shovels  and  awkward  metal  hose   now  used, 
9/12/52  -more- 
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building  material 

"Concrete,  mortar,  and  plaster  made  with  the  material  have  proved 
to  be  strong  and  light.   They  also  have  good  insulating  qualities," 
Neff  said. 

The  inherent  strength  of  the  material  has  been  demonstrated  by- 
making  plaster  specimens  with  it  that  show  a  compressive  strength 
greater  than  that  of  specimens  mde  with  sand.  The  high  strength  of  plaster 
made  with  the  new  aggregate  will  allow  thinner  coatings  of  plaster  to 
be  used  on  walls  than  are  now  possible.  Being  strong  as  well  as  light, 
the  relatively  thin  layer  of  the  plaster  is  able  to  support  its  own  weight. 

"Plaster  board,  too,"  Neff  said,  "can  be  made  thinner  and  • 
lighter  while  retaining  adequate  strength*" 

Individual  particles  of  the  nev;  material  are  almost  spherical. 
Their  size  varies  with  the  ra?/  material  used  and  the  method  of  processing. 
Sizes  from  .0116  inch  to  «C069  inch  in  diameter  seem  to  be  the  most 
useful. 

"Novel  in  concept,  unique  in  process,  and  certainly  unusual  in 
performance,  this  altogether  new  aggregate  is  not  to  be  confused  with 
the  bloated  or  expanded  aggregates  nyw  so  widely  used  in  concrete 
construction  V70rk,"  Neff  declared^   "Particle  size  alone  completely 
divorces  lightweight  concrete  aggregates,  which  range  upward  from  a 
diameter  of  perhaps  3/16  inch,  from  these  particles  which  range  downward 
from  this  level  to  as  small  as  .0024  ii^ch  in  diameter  or  even  smaller," 

The  material  is  made  in  mid-air,  in  the  fiery  atmosphere  of  a 
special  furnace.  Ground  and  screened  clay  is  fed  into  the  top  of  a 
vertical  furnace.  The  individual  grains  of  the  raw  raiiterial  melt  in 
the  approximately  2700°  F.  heat  of  a  gas-air  flame  as  they  fall  throiv3h  it. 
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building  material 


Gases  given  off  by  the  tiny  melted  blobs  at  the  correct   instant 
inflate  them  into  hollow  spheres.     The   little  glass  balloons  drop  out 
of  the  flame  and  cool  during  the  remainder  of  their  fall-     They  are 
collected  at  the  bottom  af  the  tall  furnace.. 

V\fith  all  this  happening  in  mid-air  and  practically  instantaneously* 
furnace  dimensions,   heatj  and  timing  had  to  be  worked  out  carefully. 
The  researchers  met  and  overcaire  many  engineering  problems. 

The  naterial  has   potential  applications  in  addition  to  the 
concrete,   mortar,   and  plaster  mixes  already  mentioned,  Neff  said.-     As 
an  ingredient  of  baked  clay  products   it  should  make  possible   lightweight 
refractories  and  high- temperature  insulating  nnterials.      It  has  almost 
unlimited  possibilities,    he  declared,   as  a  filler  in  plastics  and 
road-building  materials. 

Armour  Research  Foundation  became  intei-ested  in  developing  the 
little  balloons  in  1948  when  J.  D,   McLaughlin  (who  is  now  president  of 
Kanium  Corporation)  brought   in  a  fev/  of  the  particles.      He  had  processed 
them  experimentally  a  fev/  years  before,   and  he  wanted  to  kno-w  if  they 
could  be  produced  in  commercial  quantities.- 

In  1949  the  Foundation's  ceramics  and  minerals  department  started 
a  research  and  development  program  to  find  just  how  the  material  could 
be  produced   in  quantity  and  what   its  value  would  be.      The  research  \7as 
sponsored  by  Kaniura  Corporation,  which  had  been  founded  by  a  group  of 
industrialists  fc'.r  the  purpose  of  developing  new  building  materials. 

The  very  first  experimental  burners  tried  by  Foundation  research 
men  produced  the  little  spheres,    proving  that  the  ones  Mclaughlin  had 
discovered  could  be  duplicated.     However,    production  costs  v;ere  too  high 
because  the  fuels  used  were  hydrogen  and  o:cygen.

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The  men  aontinued  their  work,    rtoncentrating  nov;  on  development 
of  furnaces   using  air  and  city  gas*     By  December,    1931,    they  had  built 
several  successful  laboratory-size  furnaces  using   the  cheaper  fuel, 
lack  of  headroom  in  the  laboratory,   however,    made  it   impossible  for  them 
to  continue  3caling-up  activities  there* 

A  semi- product ion  plant   in  suburban  Blue   Island  was  completed 
this  year.      It   is  now  producing  the  aggregate,   and  it  also  serves  as 
an  extension  of  the  Foundation's   laboratories  for  continued  improvement 
of  the  process.

CHIOyiGO  ~  How  do  Ariel's  songs   in  Shakespeare  effect  the 
latest  Schoenberg?     Or  early  Moorish  chants  a  Ivhss  by  Bach? 

"Music  in  History,"  a  two  semester  evening  course  being  offered 
this  September  at   the   Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,   will  attempt  to  ansTjer  such  questions  about   the  relation 
of  music  at  different  periods  in  history. 

The   course,   an  historical  survey  from  tribal  song  to  contemporary 
compositions,    is  part  of  the   Institute  of  Design's  liberal  studies 
program.,      It   is  open  to  interested  students  and  adults, 

L/krgit  Varro  will  teach  the  course.     Ivirs.   Varro  is  a  celebrated 
musicologist  and  pianist,   and  a  former  faculty  mentier  at  the  Royal 
A-cademy  of  Music  in  Budapest » 

Mrs.  Varro  explains  the   course  this  way: 

"Music  is  far  from  being  an  isolated  art,   the  special  property 
of  some  seance.      In  fact,   it   perhaps  of  all  the  arts  has  its  roots 
deepest  in  cultural  and  social  soil.      In  our   course  we  try  to  stress 
the   cultural  background  of  particular  kinds  of  music,    say,    19th  century 
German  Opera|    study  the  theory  and  practice  of   that    "type"   of  music; 
and  then  try  and  relate  it  to  modern  music. 
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"Here  at  the  Institute  of  Design,  we  feel  it  particularly- 
important  that  design  students,  who  often  are  accused  of  living  in  an 
'ivory  tower',  are  exposed  to  the  other  arts,"  she  continued, 

"Musical  theory  and  practices  using  examples  on  recordings  and 
piano,  are  emphasized  in  order  to  give  the  most  complete,  mature 
introduction  to  music,"  Mrs,  Varro  elaborated. 

During  the  fall  semester,  Music  of  the  Far  East,  Classical  Greece, 
the  Gothic  period,  the  Renaissance,  the  Baroque  and  Rococo  periods,  the 
early  Viennese  composers,  and  the  early  Romanticists  will  be  covered* 

Italian  and  German  Opera,  the  Impressionists,  ballet  music, 
and  the  works  of  modern  French,  British^  Soviet,  American  and  South 
American  composers  will  be  studied  in  the  spring  semester,  which  begins 
in  February.

Jay  Sterling  Kemp,  director  of  nagnetic  recording  at  the 
Foundation,   said: 

"It  is  our  belief  that  the   injunction  was  improvident iy  granted, 
and  our  flounsel  will  take  steps  in  an  endeavor  to  have   it  dissolved." 

The  Foundation  holds  a  number  of  patents  in  magnetic  recording 
and  licenses  American  and  foreign  companies  to  manui'acture  magnetic 
recording  equipment  under  those  ratents.     Armour  filed  a  petition  in 
Japan  some  months  ago  to  cancel  a  certain  Japanese  magnetic  recording 
patent  on  the  grounds  that  there  were  prior  American  patents. 

The  Japanese  patent  office  has  not   yet  rendered  a  decision  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  Japanese  patent  will  be  cancelled,   Kemp  said.

The  average  for  l^ist  month  was  35*55  tons  of  dust  per  square 
mile  in  Chicago,    compared  to  3k»93  tons  per  square  mile   in  August,    1951» 
The  July,    1932,   average  was  43 •-4  tons  per  square  mile. 

The  Foundation  has  conducted  a  monthly  dustfall  measurement  and 
analysis  for  the  City's  smoke  inspection  and  abatement  department  since 
July,    1946. 

Kayner  said   last  month's  average,   despite  the  fact  that   it  was 
slightly  higher  than  the  August,    1931.   figure,  actually  was  an 
improvement   in  the  air  pollution  situation.     He  pointed  out  that  a 
greater  dustfall  would  have  been  expected  because  of  greater  industrial, 
slum  clearance,   and   traffic  activity. 

"The  record  shows  people  are  becoming  dust-conscious,"   he  said. 

Other  reasons  for  the   light  dustfall,   Kayner  commented,    were 

the   lack  of  windy  days  during  August;    the  warm  weather,   which  made 
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heating  fires  urmeceaaary;   and  the  lack  of  rain,   which  brings  dust  from 
the  upper  atmosphere  down  to  earth..

CHICAGO  —  Scientists  are  using  radioactivity  to  measure 
tissue-paper-thin  (Ot.0001  of  an  inch)   coatings  of   silver  on  radar 
eq.uipment  with  accuracy  up  to  10  millionths  of  an  inch,    it  was 
disclosed  today  at  the  National  Electronics  Conference  at  Hotel 
Sherman. 

The  development   is  the  work  of  three  physicists  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology---  Harold  V. 
TJiatts,   assistant  physicist;   Co  A.   Stone,  associate  physicist,   and 
Leonard  Reiffel,    supervisor  of  nuclear  physics, 

TWatts  said  the  new  method  is  faster  and  cheaper  than 
conventional  microscopic  tests. 

Thin  coatings  of  silver   "insulate"  brass  radar  waveguides 
("pipelines"   used  to  transmit  radio  waves).      The  trick  is  to  maintain 
silver  coatings  of  required  thickness  and  uniformity. 

Government  standards  call  for  microscopic  examination  of 
waveguide  cross  sections  to  determine  plating  thickness.     The  entire 
test,    including  preliminary  cutting  or  stripping  of  waveguides,    takes 
from  three  to  four  hours,   and  has  the  marked  disadvantage  of  destroying 
the  waveguide  being  tested.

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'(Vatta  and  his  colleagues  recommend  bombardment  of  waveguides 
with  radioactive  radium-beryliuoo  Radioactive  isotopes  of  silver  are 
formed,  and  resulting  radiation  is  measured  by  Geiger  counters,  affording 
a  highly  accurate  picture  of  plating  thickness. 

"The  process  takes  about  five  minutes  and  has  the  added  advantage 
of  not  destroying  the  waveguide  used  for  measurement, "  'iiatts  concluded.

CHICAGO  —  Scientists  at  last  have  found  a  fast  and  simple 
method  of  testing  loudspeakers,  it  was  revealed  today  at  the  National 
Electronics  Conference  at  Hotel  Sherman. 

The  development  was  reported  by  three  physicists  from  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology — Dr.  Howard 
C.  Hardy,  assistant  chair.man  of  the  physics  department;  L.  G.  Ramer, 
physicist,  and  H.  H.  Hall,  associate  physicist, 

"Standardization  of  loudspeakers  has  lagged  because  the  classic 
way  of  measuring  output  is  so  tedious  that  few  scientists  and  engineers 
attempted  the  chore,"  Dr.  Hardy  explained* 

Loudspeakers  beam  sound  in  two  directions,  covering  an  area 
that  looks  like  half  a  football  in  front  t^f  the  instrument  (coming  to 
a  point  at  the  greatest  distance  away  from  the  speaker)  and  a  similarly 
shaped  by  smaller  area  directly  behind  it. 

Output  of  a  loudspeaker  ia  the  sum  of  sound  level  readings 
taken  at  many  points  along  the  outer  edges  of  these  imaginary  half 
footballs.

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"Finding  output  has  been  a  backbreaking,  two-day  job,  requiring 
sound  readings  at  each  point,"  Dr.  Hardy  said.  "The  method  proposed  by 
the  Foundation  takes    less  than  an  hour  and  entails  but  one  scond  reading*" 

Dr.  Hardy  and  his  colleagues   "bottle"   loudspeaker  noises   in  a 
reverberation  room,   where  sound  waves  bounce  from  wall  to  wall  many 
times  before  dying  out  or   "decaying. "     Tv;o  A  x  15  fof^t   vanes     in  the 
center  of  the  room  rotate  continuously  to  disperse  sound  waves  evenly. 
Thus  a  single  reading  at  any  point  within  the  room  shows  the  total 
output  of  a  loudspeaker,   Dr,   Hardy  explained. 

This  work  was  conducted  at  the  Riverbank  Acoustical  Laboratoryr 
Geneva,   111.,   ?;hich  is  operated  by  the  Foundation,      It   is  one  of  five 
such  labs   in  the  United  States, 

"Once  we   find  the  output  of  a  speaker,"  rr^.  Hardy  went  01," 
we  can  compute  the  Efficiency  f^f  the  unit.     That   is,    find  the  amount 
of  electrical  energy  it  takes  to  produce  a  given  amount  of  sound. 

"This  has  been  a  relatively  unkown  factor  in  the   loudspeaker 
industry,"  Dr.   Hardy  continued,"  because  output  measure.iaent  has  been  so 
difficult.     Generally  speaking,   the  efficiency  cf  a  loudspeaker  is  but 
from  one  to  three  per  cent,   although  claims  as  high  as  five  per  cent 

are  made.  " 

Drc    ihvdy  predicts  the  new  method  of  measurement   could  lead 

to  the  standardization  of  loudspeakers.

CHICAGO  —  "The  underworld  as  a  source  of  political  power  has 
frequently  been  ignored  or  greatly  minimized,"  Virgil  W,  Peterson, 
operating  director  of  the  Chicago  Crime  Commission,   declared  today, 

Peterson  spoke  at  the  first  of  the  1952-53  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  Alumni  association  luncheons  in  the  club  room  of  the  Art 
Institute, 

"The  practical  men  who  control  the  party  machinery  fully 
understand  the  importance  of  gambling,   vice,  and  liquor  interests  as  a 
means  of  political  strength,"  Peterson  said. 

"From  these  sources,    some  politicians  obtain  regular  financial 
support  to  maintain  their  political  organizations  on  a  year-round  basis 
and,  at  election  time,   huge  campaign  funds  not  readily  available  elsewhere. 

Peterson  told  how  the  racketeering  element  can  be  depended  upon 
to  recruit  an  army  of  campaign  workers  to  deliver  the  v«te  at  the  polls* 

"The  underworld,    in  return,"  he  said,    "is  in  a  position  to 
exercise  influence  on  the  selection  of  candidates.     Not   infrequently, 
wards  in  which  the  underworld   is  the  most  deeply  entrenched  are  those 
that  deliver  the  largest  pluralities  at  the  polls,

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"Breaking  the  grip  organized  crime  has  on  municipal  politics 
is  a  vital  American  problem,"  he  said. 

The  most  effective  approach  to  clean  big  city  government, 
according  to  Peterson,    is  at  the  community  level* 

"Almost  all  citizens  have  a  good  knowledge  of  conditions 
prevailing  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  they  reside, 

"A  neighborhood  will  never  become  a  stamping  ground  for  the 
underworld  unless  the  ward  committeeman,  alderman,  and  police  captain 
either  are  in  league  with  the  criminal  elements t   or  are  totally  incompetant 
to  represent  the  districto 

"The  residents  of  any  locality  should  bear  in  mind  that  to  the 
average  politician  they  represent  a  valuable  commodity  —  votes.     The 
politicians   should  be  irade  to  understand  that   if  they  refuse  to  take 
action,  they  will  be  held  accountable  at  the  next  election, 

"This  is  a  language  they  will  not  fail  to  understand. 

"The  crime  in  government  problem  cannot  be  solved  through  new 
laws  or  new  systemSs     The  remedy  lies  prinarily  with  the  people."

CHICAGO  --  More  reserrch  on  how  to  do  scicntixic  research  was 
iirged  today  by  Dr,  Kaldon  A.   Lecdy,   director  of  Armour  Rf^scarch  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Speaking  at  the  engineering  management   session  of  the  i^ational 
Electronics  Conference  at  the  Hotel  Shernan,   Dr,   Leedy  said  research  managers 
generally  must  rely  on  their  oi-m  experience  in  setting  up  effective  research 
programs  and  adm^-nistrative  procedures, 

"But,"  he  added,   "the  fact  that  more  articles  and  books  on  the  sub- 
ject are  appearing  is  a  heartening  sign  that  managing  research  is  becoming 
a  recognized  professional  acti''/ity,  just  as  performing  research  has  long 
been  recognizcdo" 

During  the  current  year,  research  managers  will  handle  ^2.9  billion 
research  and  development  dollars,   directing  the  work  of  350,000  persons  in 
laboratories  valued  at  ^h  billion,  according  to  Dr.  Leedy. 

"Thus,"   he  continued,   "the  man  who  can  plan  a  project,  handle  per- 
sonnel and  budget  problems,  explain  his  case  clearly  to  top  m.anagement,  and 
push  an  opei-ation  to   success  is  a  real  asset.     Finding  and  developing  such 
men  is  essential  if  research  is  to  continue  as  a  major  force  in  the  advance- 
ment of  our  way  of   life,"

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Dr,  Leedy  said  the  nation's  research  administratoi-s  arc  developing 
improved  vjays  to  handle  research  and  to  utilize  the  talents  of  research 
workers. 

Scientists  also  will  bo  called  upon  to  supply  some  of  the  ans\jcrs« 
For^  as  Dr,  Leedy  put  it,  management  of  research^  being  a  relatively  new 
field,  is  a  kind  of  pioncerinr;,  involving  the  complexities  of  big  business 
plus  the  problem  of  conducting  organized  research  in  the  laost  efficient 
manner. 

In  sumraing  up,  he  said  the  need  for  accelerated  technological  devel- 
opment increases  in  the  face  of  rising  costs  and  manpower  shortages, 

"As  consumers  demand  ever  higher  quality,  as  National  Defense  re- 
quirements become  increasingly  complex,  and  as  science  itscLf  advances  into 
more  difficult  fields,  an  incrcaacd  number  of  research  and  development  pro- 
blems will  come  to  the  laboratories,"  he  said,  "Better  management  vrill 
result  in  better  roscarcha"
